I have the honour to submit the Annual Report on the con- 
dition and progress of the University. 

The total number of persons who entered for the various 
Academical Examinations of the University during the year 
1892, was 2,857 ; while in the previous year there were 2,886. 

The Appendix to this Report contains Tables giving all 
important details connected with the Examinations held in 1892, 
for both male and female candidates. A Table is also given 
showing the Academic progress, in the various Faculties, made 
by Students matriculated in 1881 to 1891 inclusive. 

At the time of forwarding my last Report two vacancies 
existed on the Senate ; these vacancies have since been filled up 
by the appointment of the Rev. Nathaniel McA Brown, D.D., 
and the re-election by Convocation of Rev. Matthew Leitch, D.D. 
The following members, whose periods of office had expired 
during the present year have been re-elected : — William 
Thomson, m.d., Judge Shaw, ll.d., Thomas Sinclair, md., and 
Edward Cuming, M.A. 
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There were two public meetings of the University in 1892. 
The first was of a formal character) and was held on the 13th day 
of May, for the purpose mainly of admitting to their degrees 
the candidates who had passed at the Medical Examinations held 
a short time previously. 

The usual annual meeting of the University to confer degrees 
in the several Faculties, and to declare the distinctions obtained 
by candidates at the Honour Examinations, was held on the 
28th October;, we were, on that occasion, honoured by the 
presence of Your Excellency. Details of proceedings at this 
meeting are given in Appendix II. 

In conformity with the provisions of the Act of Parliament, 
41 and 45 Vic., chap. 52, the accounts of the receipts and expen- 
diture of the University, with the corresponding vouchers and 
other documents, are rendered quarterly to the Controller and 
Auditor-General, who submits an annual report and abstract to 
Parliament.

Eleventh Annual Meeting of the Royal University of 
Ireland. 

October 28th, 1892. 

Eleventh Annual Meeting of the University was held on October 28th, 
1892. . . . 

Dr. Moffett, the Pro-Vice-Chancellor, opened the proceedings with the 
following address : — 

Dr. Moffett, the pro- Vice-Chancellor, said — Your Excellency, my 
Lords, Ladies, and Gentlemen, my first duty is to convey to your 
Excellency and to this assembly the expression of the regret of our dis- 
tinguished countryman, the Marquis of Dufferin and Ava, that his 
duties as the representative of the British Empire in Paris have ren- 
dered it impossible for him to take his seat here to-day as the Chancellor 
of this University. In the absence of the Chancellor his place should 
have been filled either by the Vice-Chancellor, Lord Emly, or by the 
Right Hon. Dr. Ball. I am sure that all present will join with me in 
regretting that these two eminent men, to whom this University owes so 
much, are prevented by temporary indisposition from being present with 
us to-day. The duty of presiding on this occasion has devolved on me 
by what Dr. Johnson has called “the melancholy privilege of seniority.” 
Before proceeding to touch on other subjects I must not omit to record 
the feelings not only of my colleagues on the Senate, but I believe of 
everyone connected with the University with reference to the unexpected 
demise, in the early part of this year, of Dr. Dunne, who almost from 
the foundation of the University had filled the arduous and responsible 
position of one of its Secretaries. This is not the time to dilate upon 
his singularly varied attainments as a scholar, or the courteous and 
genial manner which had earned for him the admiration and respect of 
all with whom he was brought into contact. His loss to the University, 
which he so loyally served, lias been very great, and is deplored by us all. 
I may, on the part of my colleagues, on this public occasion, welcome 
his successor, Dr. M'Grath, who, I feel confident, will worthily sustain 
the high character of the Secretarial department of the University. We 
have also to deplore the loss by death, since last we met here, of Mr. 
James Greer, who was one of the original members of the Senate, and 
who always took a great interest in the progress of the University. 
Before proceeding to the special duties which are to occupy us to-day, I 
would desire to recapitulate briefly for the information of those who 
may not be acquainted with the constitution and the working of this 
University, a few particulars that have been embodied in former 
Reports. By its charter the University is empowered to grant all such 
degrees and distinctions as are conferred by any University of this king- 
dom, with the exception of degrees of Theology — a department of know- 
ledge which lies outside its sphere and scope. All degrees and distinc- 
tions are open to women as well as to men ; and to this characteristic of 
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our system I refer 'witli peculiar pleasure and satisfaction — a 
satisfaction based upon tbe experience I have bad of the working 
of this University, and my knowledge of tbe career and 
character of many of tbe gentler sex wbo bave availed 
themselves of tbe advantages which this University affords. 

Further, all degrees and distinctions may be obtained without resi- 
dence in or connection with any Collegiate institution, as the result 
of examinations alone, with the exception of those in the Faculty of 
Medicine. Exercising these powers the University holds annual exami- 
nations and confers degrees in the various Faculties. I am not to be 
understood as putting forward the system I have just been describing 
as an entirely satisfactory one, or as one that realises in my mind the 
ideal of a University. The system of Academic or Collegiate education, 
securing thoroughness of intellectual training and tested by periodical 
examination, would unquestionably command the preference of all 
competent judges to the institution of an Examining Board, testing 
mere results. The highest culture, — which consists in the harmonious 
development of all the mental, faculties, — is not to be acquired from 
books or from isolated studies. That which educates a man above any- 
thing else is the contact with minds differing from and higher than 
his own. How fully the Athenians, — that great people who formed 
the mind of Europe, — how fully they grasped this truth is seen in the 
word they employed for attendance on a great man’s lectures ; it was 
avyovaia ; the improvement to be got from his company was what 
they first thought of, and to which they attached primary value. I 
forbear enlarging on this topic, and content myself with a quotation 
from one of the highest authorities on University education. Cardinal 
Newman has said — “In order to become exact and fully furnished in 
any subject of teaching which is diversified and complicated, we must 
consult the living man, and listen to his living voice.” As practical 
men, however, we are bound to recognise facts as we find them, and 
make a perfectly candid use of the opportunities which the circum- 
stances of the country and the time can afford. In the absence of our 
ideal University it is still in the power of an Examining Body to 
exercise a large and beneficial influence on the general educational 
interests of the country. It can at least maintain a high standard for 
its degrees and distinctions, and give no man an authentication of 
learning on a shallow and unsound examination. “ How to order 
examinations,” writes Professor Humphrey, “ so that the maximum of 
good and the minimum of evil may result from them, is the great 
educational problem of our time.” 

It is now just ten years since on an occasion like the present, the late 
Duke of Abercorn, our first Chancellor, presided in this hall, and con- 
ferred the degrees for the first time granted by the Royal University 
of Ireland. Upon that occasion 128 candidates were presented and 
received degrees. To-day it will be my duty to admit to their several 
degrees 201 candidates. These figures of themselves will be sufficient 
to show that the University has, in the words with which his Grace 
concluded his address on the occasion to which I have referred, “ done 
something towards the great object of its foundation by extending the 
benefits of University education in Ireland.” But when taken in con- 
nection with other points in the statistics of our work, T hope I may, 
without unduly praising our own institution, say that they prove that, 
without doing injury to any other institution, substantial benefit has 
accrued to many hard-working and deserving students. The entire 
number of candidates who entered for our various examinations during 
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this year has been 2,857- This shows a small decrease compared with the 
total number for last year, which amounted to 2,884 ; but such variations 
must in the natural course of things be expected, and it is not necessary 
to seek for any special reason for such a small diminution. The character 
of the examinations has been maintained at that high standard of 
efficiency which it has been our constant effort to secure, and I am glad 
to say that in many particulars the answering this year has been of 
exceptional excellence. As most of my audience are aware, amongst the 
valuable prizes offered annually by the University are five Student- 
ships of the value of £300 each. But those Studentships are never 
awarded unless the answering of the candidates reaches a high degree of 
excellence. The reports which we received from the examiners on the 
present occasion were such that four of the Studentships have been 
actually awarded, and the successful candidates will presently be called 
up to receive the degrees which accompany these highly attractive 
rewards. 

In Classics the answering has been so very high that not only has 
the Senate awarded a gold medal to Mr. Croskery, who also gains the 
Studentship, but it has also awarded a special prize of £50 to Mr. 
Haslett for the great excellence of his answering in Philology, and for 
his very superior Latin composition, I think it right on this public 
occasion to state that Mr. Croskery, who has obtained the first special 
gold medal ever awarded in Classics in this University, was, during 
the entire of his undergraduate course, a student of Magee College, 
Londonderry. The circumstances connected with the Studentship in 
Modern Literature are of such an exceptional character as to call for 
special mention. This is not the first occasion on which a Studentship in 
this department has been won by a lady — but it is the first occasion on. 
which a young lady who had been educated in one of the convent 
schools of this country has obtained such a very high distinction. I 
warmly congratulate Miss Katharine Murphy on the very honourable 
position she has attained ; and for my own part I must say that I am 
greatly gratified to find this evidence of the high character of the 
education imparted in those schools wherein so many of the young ladies 
of this country are trained. In Mathematics and in Experimental 
Science Mr. Morton and Mr. Moore have honourably earned their 
distinctions — and they add two more to the long list of successes which 
may be presently claimed by the Queen’s College, Belfast. 

As much business awaits us, I shall not occupy more time by calling 
attention in detail to the honors gained during the year by the other 
colleges whose pupils have presented themselves for the University 
examinations further than by saying, that we have evidence that, in every 
one of these colleges, both endowed and unendowed, good work in the 
cause of education is done ; and if it should seem fit to Her Majesty’s 
Government to place upon the list of endowed Colleges, any institution 
which, having regard to the number and distinction of the students 
whom it annually sends forward to the University might be deemed 
worthy of that position, such a measure would, I feel, be regarded as 
satisfactory and just, and would, therefore, be welcomed by those 
colleges which themselves enjoy the advantages of endowment. Before 
I conclude I have a few words to say on another topic. ' It has always 
been the custom amongst Universities to enrol amongst their numbers 
persons who have distinguished themselves in public life ; and to-day it 
devolves upon me to adopt into the family of this Boyal University 
four gentlemen, each of whom has in his own sphere attained high 
distinction. Three of them are gentlemen who have been selected by Her 
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Majesty to occupy seats in pur own Senate, and I shall therefore first 
refer to the one who is not connected with our own body. The name of 
John Thomas Gilbert is so well known to all who are interested, as we 
all ought to be, in the history of this our own land, that words of mine 
would be needless in commending him to your favour. The labours, I 
might say of a lifetime, in the promotion of education, have induced 
our Soverign to bestow on Sir Patrick Keenan very many marks of 
favour,, and his public services not only in this country, but in Malta 
and elsewhere, are well known to my hearers. Next I find the name of 
the Rev. Oliver M‘Cutclieon, whose position in his own community is 
so distinguished that he has been asked to preside over that most 
important and successful institution — the Methodist College in Belfast. 
Last upon the list there stands one of the most distinguished and active 
workers in the cause of education — a man of high literary and historical 
ability, and the chief of one of the most ancient of our Irish families ; 
O’Couor Don well deserves this honor. I have no doubt the entire body 
of the graduates of the "University will gladly welcome to their ranks 
the four distinguished gentlemen whom I have named. 

Dr. J. Creed Meredith, one of the Secretaries of the University, then 
read the list of successful candidates for Degrees, and the persons named 
were presented by Dr. M c Grath, the other Secretary, to the Pro- Vice- 
Chancellor, who admitted them to their respective Degrees.

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Dr. Moffett, addressing the Lord Lieutenant, said — It is now my 
pleasing duty to tender to your Excellency the thanks of the Senate 
and the members of the Royal University of Ireland for the high 
honour you have conferred on us by your presence at our meeting to- 
day. The proceedings have been somewhat protracted, but I trust 
and believe that they have not been devoid of interest for your Excel- 
lency. And I venture to express the hope that an institution -with 
such aims as ours may commend itself to the sympathy and favourable 
recognition of your Excellency, whose pride it is to maintain and to 
perpetuate the inheritance of a high name in the annals of letters and 
learning. 

His Excellency, who was received with prolonged applause, said — 
Mr. Pro-Vice-Chancellor, my lords, ladies, and gentlemen, it gives me 
great pleasure to address to you a few words on this interesting occa- 
sion, and I hope, sir, that you will not consider that I am insen- 
sible to the manner in which you have performed the task that devolved 
upon you to-day, or that I am ungrateful for your kindly reference 
to myself, if I dwell for a moment upon the absence of some we would 
wish to see here. I would refer in terms of regret to the absence of 
your distinguished Chancellor, the Marquis of Dufferin and Ava, 
with whom I am proud to be allied by ties of relationship, and whom 
we all know as a delightful writer, a brilliant speaker, and a diplo- 
matist who makes no mistakes and no enemies. I should have wel- 
comed also here to-day the figure of Lord Emly, who has given the 
experience gained by a long life in the public service to the benefit of 
this University ; and also another distinguished man, Dr. Ball, the 
ex-Lord-Chancellor and Vice-Chancellor of a sister University. It is 
first my duty, and a veiy pleasant one it is, to congratulate these upon 
whom marks of distinction have been conferred to-day I do not speak 
mainly of the four distinguished gentlemen, eminent in their different 
walks of life, upon whom degrees honoris causd have been conferred, 
pleasant though it may be to them to possess this recognition of their 
public services ; but I would rather speak of those students upon whom 
marks of special distinction have been conferred, for I can well believe 
that whatever success they may meet with in future years — and I trust 
that those successes may be many — they will never attain any 
which will give them so pure and unalloyed a pleasure as that of which 
they have received recognition to-day. And, if I may venture to dwell 
for a moment on the subjects which have been brought before our 
notice, I should like to express my personal pleasure that a mark of 
special distinction has been gained by one student in classical studies j 
for — at the risk of being considered something of an old-fashioned person 
and given too much to conservative ways — 1 would express the distinct 
opinion that there is no privilege that can be conferred upon a man 
higher than that of an old-fashioned classical education. There is no 
education which, as I think, enables persons to take the serious business 
of life so pleasantly as does the classical. We need only look at the 
pasi history of our public men to see what grace has been added to 
public life in England and Ireland by the classical traditions which 
have surrounded it. We look with pleasure upon Lord North making 
Latin jokes with his son, upon Charles Fox found studying Herodotus 
after a disastrous night at play ; at Lord Derby in the midst of his 
work as Prime Minister, scribbling down lines for his translation of the 
Iliad in the intervals of dressing in the morning ; and it is the classical 
flavour which attaches to these reminiscences that, to my mind, gives 
them their main attraction. 
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N ot that I would undervalue for a moment those other branches of study 
that have been pushed into special prominence of late. I can well believe 
that the effect of practical and technical education upon our national 
life must be of the very highest value indeed, and I agree with every 
word that fell in London last week from a distinguished friend and col- 
league of my own, when he expressed his strong opinion that the labour 
of the hand might stand on as high a level as the labour of the brain. 
.But so much has been said of late in favour of the more modern and 
utilitarian forms of education that I could not help on this occasion put- 
ting in a word in favour of the old ways. I would also wish specially 
to congratulate those ladies who have obtained marks of distinction 
here to-day. It is just seven years almost to a day since a distinguished 
predecessor of mine — Lord Carnarvon — spoke with an eloquence I can- 
not hope to rival of the movemenb for the higher education of women, 
and he alluded, as any man might well allude, to the famous poem of 
“ The Princess,” written by the late Poet Laureate. Both these eminent 
men are gone — the high-minded and cultivated statesman, and the great 
poet — who, being dead, yet speaks to us, as he will to unborn generations, 
of all things that are true and honest and lovely, and of good report. I 
would merely remind you how true has become what at the time was 
believed to be only a fancy, but has proved to be a prophecy ; for a great 
poet ought, as we know, to be something of a prophet as well. You 
will remember how the Laureate, in speaking of woman, says, “Let her 
make herself her own to give or keep, to live and learn to be all that not 
harms distinctive womanhood.” And now the time has come when the 
higher education of women is an accomplished fact — when it has passed 
far beyond the stage of being ridiculed — and has also, I think, passed 
beyond that stage when members of the inferior sex could feel any chagrin 
at being beaten on what used to be considered their own ground, [n 
subjects considered so exclusively masculine as mathematics and physical 
science we know now that ladies can well hold their own — that fact we 
cheerfully acknowledge. In conclusion, I would express to you my 
pleasure at the general progress which I believe your University is 
making. You maintain in your examinations a very high standard 
indeed, and it is not found that the maintaining of that standard has 
had the effect of diminishing your number. On the contrary, I believe 
it has resulted in an increased number of candidates for examination, 
because the lowering of the standard required for your degree would 
make it of less value, and there would be a falling off in the number 
seeking to obtain it. I cannot help expressing the pleasure that it gives 
me to know that in the management of this University men of entirely 
opposite creeds and opinions combine. By so doing they render, as I 
think, a great service to their country. And it is, I am glad bo think, a 
fact that the result of that combination has been invariably harmonious. 
Surely that only shows that the less reality there is sometimes in differ- 
ences, the more acerbity and acrimony we find in their expression, whilst 
where genuine differences of principle exist, men of high character and 
good sense can be found to combine and work together for the good of 
their country. That is surely a satisfactory and hopeful fact. And 
finally thanking you for this kind reception, I will express the hope that 
this Royal University may find ever-increasing and ever-widening circles 
of usefulness in Ireland.
